WHAT  YOU  DON’T  KNOW  CAN  HURT  YOU 

IRS  Has  Been  Seizing  Huge  Amounts  From  Bank  Accounts  Recently 


Did  your  bank  file  a  CTR  (Currency  Transaction  Report)  with  the  IRS  regarding  your  bank  account  today?  (That's  prob¬ 
ably  no  big  deal.)  Did  your  bank  file  a  Suspicious  Activity  Alert  with  the  IRS?  (This  IS  a  big  deal.) 

Perhaps  the  more  important  question  is  “Did  you  give  your  bank  a  reason  to  file  any  kind  of  report?”  If  you’re  not  sure, 
you  may  want  to  read  this  article. 

You  may  have  read  something  about  cash  reporting  and  filing  of  forms  -  maybe  you  saw  an  article  in  a  financial  newslet¬ 
ter  for  example.  Unfortunately  those  articles  usually  only  cover  part  of  the  story  and  rarely  mention  how  the  law  may  have 
serious  penalties  that  can  apply  not  just  to  dealers  but  also  to  customers. 

Since  I've  written  about  cash  reporting  regulations  in  this  column  before,  you  may  already  know  that  most  cash  transac¬ 
tions  of  over  $10,000  require  reporting.  (You  should  also  know  that  as  long  as  the  cash  you  used  is  "legal"  money  -  not 
derived  from  illegal  activity  -  it's  no  big  deal  that  the  required  reports  are  filed.)  This  reporting  is  required  of  most  busi¬ 
nesses  when  they  receive  cash  in  the  course  of  their  trade  or  business.  It  doesn't  matter  if  they  are  a  coin  dealer,  a  car 
dealer,  or  a  bank  or  other  financial  institution. 

One  of  the  major  differences,  however,  is  many  institutions  that  are  required  to  complete  these  reports  already  have  all 
the  information  from  you  that  they  need  in  order  to  do  this  paperwork,  so  you  rarely  know  when  a  report  is  being  filed. 
For  instance,  when  you  opened  an  account  with  your  bank,  they  asked  for  your  ID  (probably  a  driver’s  license),  your 
social  security  number,  and  perhaps  other  items  of  personal  information.  Even  car  dealers  will  have  all  the  information 
they  need  to  file  any  required  government  reports,  especially  if  you're  financing  the  transaction.  But  again,  it  really  is  no 
big  deal.  Quite  frankly,  unless  YOU  have  done  something  to  attract  attention  to  your  transaction,  it  is  most  likely  no  one 
in  government  is  ever  going  to  have  any  reason  to  look  at  any  form  that  is  filed. 

However,  sometimes  in  an  attempt  to  avoid  this  "extra"  paperwork  going  to  the  IRS,  both  businesses  and  customers 
make  an  otherwise  unremarkable  transaction  into  one  that  is  not  only  illegal,  but  is  a  felony,  and  subject  to  extremely 
severe  penalties.  Most  simply,  when  you  deliberately  attempt  to  avoid  the  reporting  and  "structure"  your  cash  transac¬ 
tion  for  that  specific  purpose,  that's  when  you  run  afoul  of  the  law. 

Cash  may  include  not  only  "green"  cash,  but  also  certain  cashier’s  checks  and  money  orders.  As  we  all  know,  the  coin 
and  precious  metals  community  is  legitimately  a  cash-oriented  business,  and  the  IRS  knows  this  as  well.  It  is  a  normal 
part  of  a  coin  dealer’s  business  to  know  about  and  perform  the  mandatory  recordkeeping  and  filing  of  these  forms.  But 
unlike  the  bank,  if  report  needs  to  be  filed  the  coin  dealer  will  not  have  the  customer’s  required  ID  on  file,  and  they  will 
have  to  ask  for  this  information  at  the  time  of  the  transaction. 

And  this  is  often  the  point  at  which  the  customer  creates  a  problem  situation. 

This  can  include  doing  something  as  seemingly  simple  as  asking  how  large  a  cash  transaction  they  can  conduct  without 
having  paperwork  filed  with  the  IRS.  Now  the  bank  teller,  car  salesman  or  coin  dealer  must  ask  him/herself  "Why  is  the 
customer  asking  this  question?”  This  can  easily  be  construed  as  "suspicious"  behavior,  as  the  filing  of  a  report  on  legal 
money  should  be  of  no  concern  to  the  client. 

Sometimes  a  problem  is  created  when,  in  anticipation  of  making  a  large  purchase,  the  customer  makes  a  cash  withdraw¬ 
al  from  his  bank  account  on  one  day,  being  sure  to  keep  it  under  $10,000,  and  then  withdraws  more  cash,  again  less 
than  $10,000,  in  a  day  or  so.  Banks  are  required  to  track  "suspicious"  behavior  such  as  this,  and  at  some  point  will  report 
this  to  the  authorities.  (This  is  usually  automatically  flagged  by  the  bank’s  computer  program. 

Remember,  clients  usually  don't  realize  the  bank  is  filing  a  form  of  any  kind  because  the  bank  already  has  all  the  infor¬ 
mation  it  needs  to  file  these  reports. 

While  it  is  a  dealer  who  has  to  fill  out  paperwork  on  certain  cash  transactions,  it  is  the  customer's  name  that  goes  on 
these  reports  as  the  government  is  looking  for  drug  dealers  and  other  illegal  activity.  So  while  clients  believe  that  all  of

this  paperwork  is  really  a  dealer  problem,  trying  to  be  "clever"  can  land  the  customer  in  hot  water.  Structuring  your  trans¬ 
action  specifically  to  avoid  reporting  or  make  it  seem  as  though  the  transaction  does  not  require  reporting  is  illegal  even 
if  the  money  comes  from  perfectly  legal  sources. 

These  forms  -  for  coin  dealers  it  is  IRS/FinCEN  Form  8300  -  are  simply  information  returns,  not  tax  returns,  and  if  the  cash  is 
being  used  to  pay  for  transaction  is  legal,  it's  no  big  deal.  The  only  time  it  becomes  a  big  deal  is  when  the  required  paperwork 
is  NOT  filed  or  transactions  are  structured  in  such  a  way  as  to  attempt  to  avoid  reporting.  Yes,  I  realize  I'm  repeating  myself  - 
but  I  have  encountered  this  question  so  many  times  that  I've  come  to  realize  that  this  needs  repeating. 

Don't  misunderstand  -  There  is  nothing  wrong  with  using  cash  as  a  medium  of  payment.  For  very  good  reasons  most 
dealers  require  "good  funds"  (cash)  before  they  will  release  merchandise  to  you.  Personal  checks  and  bank  wires  are 
not  cash,  and  delivery  may  be  slightly  delayed  until  those  funds  are  considered  cleared.  As  you  probably  also  know, 
especially  on  precious  metals  bullion  transactions,  most  dealers  cannot  accept  credit  cards  -  the  profit  margin  is  just  too 
small  to  also  allow  for  paying  the  credit  card  fees. 

Large  Sums  Seized  From  Dealers’  Bank  Accounts  For  "Improper"  Deposit  Slips 

Very  recently  several  dealers  found  themselves  having  to  hire  expensive  attorneys  because  of  something  as  simple  as 
filling  out  bank  deposit  slips  that  included  cash.  They  foolishly  followed  the  advice  of  their  local  bank  tellers  who  sug¬ 
gested  "if  your  cash  deposits  are  under  $10,000,  then  I  won't  have  to  do  this  paperwork".  The  dealers  were  subsequent¬ 
ly  visited  by  IRS  agents  who  had  already  seized  a  significant  amount  of  money  from  the  dealers’  bank  accounts.  Some 
were  very  significant  amounts. 

Under  certain  seizure/forfeiture  laws,  the  IRS  can  do  this.  If  the  dealer  had  just  made  deposits  that  were  what  he  need¬ 
ed  to  put  in  his  account,  and  hadn't  kept  all  the  cash  in  the  deposits  under  $10,000,  there  would've  been  no  pattern  of 
suspicious  behavior  for  the  bank  to  report.  But  if  a  business  consistently  keeps  its  relatively  frequent  cash  deposits  under 
$10,000  -  even  though  it's  perfectly  legitimate  cash  receipts  -  you  can  pretty  much  be  sure  that  the  bank  will  be  required 
to  file  a  suspicious  activity  report. 

This  doesn’t  mean  that  a  dealer  can  never  deposit  less  than  $10,000.  It's  perfectly  legal  to  keep  the  cash  on  hand  for 
making  cash  purchases  over  the  counter.  But  you  cannot  have  a  pattern  of  behavior  of  relatively  frequent  cash  deposits 
that  are  never  over  $10,000. 

How  To  Avoid  Problems  With  Cash  Deposits  and/or  Payments 

If  you  have  cash  to  deposit  for  your  business,  just  do  it. 

If  you  want  to  pay  for  a  transaction  in  cash,  just  do  it. 

If  you're  trying  to  “fly  under  the  radar”  with  these  laws,  the  odds  are  in  the  government's  favor  that  they  will  find  you,  and 
they  play  hardball  with  this.  These  cash  reporting  laws  are  designed  to  prevent  money-laundering  by  terrorist  groups  and 
drug  dealers.  If  you  are  so  concerned  about  a  form  being  filed  with  the  IRS,  then  pay  by  bank  wire  or  personal  check. 

If  you  are  a  client  paying  with  cash,  don't  try  to  be  clever  and  attempt  to  avoid  filing  of  form  8300  or  a  bank's  Currency 
Transaction  Report.  Ironically,  if  you're  withdrawing  cash  from  your  bank  account,  the  bank  may  have  already  reported 
this  to  the  IRS,  and  having  the  dealer  file  the  8300  Form  "completes"  the  trail  of  that  cash  in  the  IRS  computer. 

If  you’re  a  dealer  who  is  not  up  to  speed  on  all  of  the  cash  reporting  and  anti-money-laundering  laws,  we  urge  you  to 
immediately  contact  a  financial  advisor  who  is  knowledgeable  on  the  subject.  Penalties  for  willful  noncompliance  not  only 
can  involve  very  large  fines  and  seizures  from  your  bank  account,  but  can  also  include  federal  prison  time.  There  have 
already  been  individuals  in  our  industry/hobby  who  have  experienced  such  “federal  hospitality”-  and  it’s  not  some  comfy 
Club  Fed.  Prison  is  harsh,  demeaning  and  financially  and  personally  costly.  (I  do  not  know  this  from  personal  experi¬ 
ence  -  thank  you  very  much  -  but  some  of  those  individuals  who  have  been  there  have  shared  some  of  their  experiences 
with  me.) 

While  this  article  is  not  an  in-depth  legal  document  on  the  subject,  we  wanted  to  alert  the  entire  coin  community  -  both 
dealers  and  collectors  -  to  the  seriousness  of  compliance  with  cash  reporting  and  anti-money-laundering  laws  and  the 
fact  that  there  is  now  an  IRS  task  force  actively  enforcing  these  regulations

Bob  has  served  four  years  as  the  FUN  President,  an  honor  that  cannot  be  surpassed.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
FUN  board  since  1 994.  He  was  the  Membership  Director  in  1 994  through  1 995.  He  opened  the  door  for  the  “theme  con¬ 
ventions”  when  his  idea  of  adding  the  Space  Shuttle  to  the  FUN  Convention  Medal  and  the  convention  entrance  was 
approved  for  the  1996  convention.  He  also  served  as  the  Convention  Security  Chairman  for  several  years.  In  1998  he 
made  a  motion  to  the  Board  of  Directors  to  have  a  “historical  video”  made  by  interviewing  some  of  our  original  member¬ 
ship,  before  that  knowledge  is  lost  to  time.  The  Board  of  Directors  unanimously  approved  this  and  portions  of  the  video 
were  played  at  the  50th  Anniversary  banquet  in  2005.  He  was  the  General  Chairman  for  the  FUN  2000  Convention,  and 
designed  the  special  commemorative  FUN  2000  medal,  which  everyone  received  at  registration.  Bob  spent  many  late 
and  long  hours  in  2005  completely  re-writing  the  By-Laws  of  the  Florida  United  Numismatists  with  a  great  deal  of  help 
from  David  Ganz.  The  By-Laws  were  approved  at  the  2006  General  Membership  Meeting  as  written.  Bob  made  over 
5,000  Pewter  Medals  for  the  ANA  112th  Anniversary  Convention  in  Baltimore.  These  medals  were  distributed  to  atten¬ 
dees  of  the  convention  and  special  finished  medals  were  produced  for  Board  Members  and  VIP’s.

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Numismatic  History  Detectives”  at 
work  as  the  Venice  Coin  and  Currency 
Club  Solves  a  Mystery! 

One  of  the  great  questions  among  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  resurgent  40  plus  member  Venice 
club  has  been  “How  long  has  the  club  been  in 
existence?”  Some  of  the  more  senior  mem¬ 
bers  felt  that  the  club  went  back  to  the  1970s. 
An  earlier  effort  had  taken  place  through  the 
City  of  Venice,  Florida  Venice  Museum  and 
Archives.”  Club  members  found  references  to 
the  club  in  the  local  newspaper  “The  Venice 
Gondolier”  going  back  to  1963.  On  the  other 
hand  no  one  found  any  references  to  when 
the  club  was  actually  founded  and  who  the 
founding  members  might  have  been. 

With  2013  possibly  being  the  50th 
Anniversary  of  the  club,  Neal  Burnett  current 
President  of  the  club  thought  that  another 
search  would  be  appropriate  so  that  the 
founding  members  could  be  honored.  Aided 
by  numismatic  researcher  and  author  Dr.  R. 
S.  “Bart”  Bartanowicz  both  men  showed  up  at 
the  Venice  Museum  and  Archives  on  Mayl, 
2012.  Aided  by  clerical  assistant  Joanie 
Somoza  they  began  to  research  the  rathet 
fragile  50  year  old  copies  of  the  “Gondolier.” 
They  decided  to  start  with  the  1960  editions 
and  would  work  their  way  up  to  1963  which 
was  the  last  year  that  they  had  found  a  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  club. 

After  two  hours  of  going  through  the  papers 
both  men  were  exhausted  and  down  trodden. 
They  were  also  immersing  themselves  in  local 
history.  Comments  such  as  “My  gosh,  a  brand 
new  house  in  1 962  only  cost  $1 5,000  and  this 
included  appliances!”  Both  men  remarked  that 
air  conditioning  a  staple  of  contemporary 
Florida  living  was  not  mentioned  at  all  in  any 
of  the  ads.  Of  course  this  was  diversion  from 
their  primary  objective.  They  started  in  on  the 
final  pile  of  papers,  the  December  1960 
issues.  It  was  there  that  they  had  their 
“Eureka  Moment.”  The  December  8,  1960 
issue  had  an  article  entitled,  “Coin  Club  is 
Organized  Will  Meet  Monthly,  Hold  Auctions.” 
The  article  identified  the  9  charter  members 
including  the  driving  force  and  group’s  chair¬ 
man,  Lt.  Col.  Robert  H.  Johnson,  U.S.  Army 
Retired.  Both  men's  excitement  was  such  that 
Museum  and  Archives  clerical  assistant 
Joanie  Somoza  was  quick  to  let  both  men 
know  that  she  was  also  excited  for  them! 

Of  course  there  was  good  news  and  bad 
news.  Reading  through  the  article  the  good 
news  was  that  the  Club  was  established  on 
November  30,  1960  not  1963.  The  bad  news 
is  that  the  club  missed  its  50th  anniversary! 
Not  to  be  put  off  by  the  bad  news,  club 
President  Neal  Burnett  stated,  “We  hit  a  home 
run.  We  solved  a  long  standing  mystery.  We’ll 
just  have  a  belated  birthday  party.  Plus  this 
makes  the  Venice  club  one  of  the  oldest  sur¬ 
viving  coin  clubs  in  Florida.”  Smiling,  he  con¬ 
cluded,  “Not  that  we’re  competing  with  any¬ 
one.” 

The  Venice  club  meets  the  4th  Monday  of 
each  month  at  6:30  PM  in  the  Community 
Room  at  Venice  City  Hall.  For  further  informa¬

The  first  commemorative  coins  were  struck  in  1892-1893  for  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition,  the  half  dollar.  This  was 
the  first  of  the  “Classic”  commemorative  coins.  These  coins  were  minted  between  1892  and  1934.  On  these  coins  you 
can  find  explorers,  presidents,  frontiersmen,  Indians,  pilgrims,  governors,  generals,  pioneers  and  more.  Each  of  these 
coins  also  have  a  special  story  to  tell. 

Our  “Modern”  commemoratives  started  in  1982  with  a  half  dollar  in  honor  of  President  George  Washington.  Once  again 
you  can  find  coins  that  honor  people,  places  and  events.  Learning  about  commemorative  coins  will  sharpen  your  knowl¬ 
edge  in  numismatics,  increase  your  knowledge  of  American  history,  and  help  you  to  appreciate  the  accomplishments  of 
men  and  women  who  lived  before  you  and  your  parents.

You  will  also 
find  “Mind  Your  Business”  on  the  2006  Ben  Franklin  com¬ 
memorative  silver  dollar.  The  reverse  of  this  coin  has  a 
replica  of  the  1776  Continental  Currency  in  the  center  of 
the  coin.

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Commemorative  Canadian  One  Cent  Coins; 

Circulating,  Non-Circulating, 
and  The  Just  Plain  Weird.

Introduction 

The  year  2012  marked  the  demise  of  the  Canadian  1  Cent  coin  as  a  cur¬ 
rent  circulating  coin  of  the  realm.  On  May  4,  2012,  the  final  circulating 
Canadian  1  Cent  coin  was  minted  at  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint.  Thus,  our 
northern  neighbor  joins  a  number  of  other  countries  -  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  Norway,  Finland,  Sweden  and  the  Netherlands  that  have  elimi¬ 
nated  their  One  Cent  coin.  Within  the  Canadian  One  Cent  series  exists  a  number  of  circulating  and 
non-circulating  commemorative  1  Cent  coins,  and  this  article  will  examine  this  "short"  set  of  the 
denomination,  which  at  the  end  of  2012  includes  three  circulating  commemoratives,  three  non-circu¬ 
lating  traditional  large  Cents,  eight  traditionally  sized  non-circulating  small  cents,  two  freakishly  large 
non-circulating  silver  issues  and  one  non-circulating  1/25  ounce  gold  issue. 


Canada's  Circulating  Commemorative  1  Cent  Coins 

The  first  circulating  Canadian  commemorative  1  Cent  coin  was  issued 
in  1967,  as  part  of  a  six  coin  circulating  coinage  series  (depicting 
wildlife  common  to  Canada).  The  commemorative  series  was  issued  to 
commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  Canadian  confederation.  Of 
interest  in  this  article  was  the  1  Cent  coin  featuring  a  reverse  design  of 
a  single  rock  dove  in  flight  by  Canadian  artist,  Alex  Colville.  The 
obverse  depicted  the  Arnold  Machin  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  first 
adopted  in  Canada  in  1965. 

The  One  Cent  coin  was  also  issued  in  a  specimen  set  containing  the 
six  circulation  coins  along  with  a  $20  gold  coin  (containing  a  half  ounce  of  gold).  It  was  housed  in  a 
black  leather  presentation  case  and  337,687  examples  of  the  set  were  issued  with  an  original  issue 
price  of  $40.00.  In  addition,  the  1967  1  Cent  was  issued  in  72,463  red  leather  presentation  cases 
along  with  the  other  circulating  coins  and  a  silver  commemorative  medallion.  The  Medallion  set  was 
originally  issued  at  $12.00.  These  coins  have  a  proof-like  finish.  In  addition,  963,714  examples  of  the 
1967  1  Cent  were  included  in  a  six-coin  proof-like  set  housed  in  a  flat  pliofilm  pouch,  housed  in  a 
brown  kraft  envelope.  The  original  issue  price  of  this  six-coin  set  was  $4.00. 


This  attractive  1  Cent  coin  is  very  common,  and  normal  circulation  strikes,  even  in  mint  condition, 
sell  for  a  modest  premium  over  face  value.  Charlton  reports  that  345,140,645  examples  of  the  1967 
Centennial  design  were  struck  for  circulation. 

Likewise,  proof-like  coins  from  collector  sets  are  commonly  available  for  less  than  a  dollar. 


The  second  circulating  commemorative  1  Cent  coin  was  issued  in  1992.  It  commemorated  the  125th 
Anniversary  of  Canadian  Confederation.  Like  the  1967  issue,  all  the  circulating  coinage  contained  the 
commemorative  dates.  This  circulating  commemorative  utilizes  the  familiar  Maple  Leaf  design  along 
with  a  dual  dates  1867-1992,  placed  where  the  date  would  normally  be  on  the  coin.  This  coin  is  avail¬ 
able  in  the  regular  circulation  strike  quality,  along  with  special  finish  coins  for  the  1992  specimen  sets, 
and  proof  finish  from  the  1992  proof  sets.  The  finish  on  the  specimen  sets  is  brilliant  relief  on  a  bril¬ 
liant  background.  The  proof  finish  is  a  frosted  relief  or  cameo  on  a  mirror  background.  It  is  composed

of  .980  copper,  .005  tin,  .01 5  zinc,  weighs  2.5  grams,  with  a  diameter  of  1 9.1  mm,  1 .45  thickness  and 
plain  edge.  Like  all  Canadian  cents  issued  from  1982-1996  it  is  12-sided  or  Dodecagon.  The  mint 
struck  78,328  specimen  coins,  and  143,065  of  the  proof  examples.  Both  the  specimen  and  proof 
examples  were  sold  along  with  circulating  examples  of  Canadian  coinage.  The  circulation  example 
saw  673,512,000  examples  struck. 

In  recognition  of  a  notable  Royal  anniversary,  the  RCM  issued  its  third  circulating  commemorative 
One  Cent  coin.  In  celebration  of  the  Golden  Jubilee  of  Elizabeth  II  accession  to  the  throne,  the  RCM 
added  the  double  dates  1952-2002  to  the  obverse  of  the  One  Cent  coin.  The  double  dates  were  also 
added  to  the  other  circulating  coins  that  year.  Some  collectors  encountering  the  One  Cent  coin  in  cir¬ 
culation  may  at  first  glance  think  they  have  an  error  coin,  as  this  resulted  in  a  somewhat  odd  and 
unbalanced  composition  of  the  Maple  Leaf  design,  as  the  place  where  the  date  normally  appeared 
just  showed  up  as  a  blank  space.  Like  the  1992  commemorative,  this  coin  is  available  in  three  finish¬ 
es:  circulation  strike,  special  specimen  and  proof.  The  specimen  finish  is  characterized  by  having  a 
brilliant  relief  against  a  parallel  lined  background  -  which  some  characterize  as  a  "reverse  proof."  It 
was  composed  of  copper-plated  zinc,  weighs  2.25  grams,  plain  edge  with  1.45  mm  thickness  and 
19.05  mm  diameter.  The  RCM  struck  67,672  specimen  examples  and  99,305  proof  examples,  the 
later  being  produced  as  being  part  of  two  different  proof  sets  produced  that  year.  All  were  issued  in 
sets  containing  examples  of  other  circulating  coinage  of  the  year.  The  RCM  struck  71 6,367,000  1 952- 
2002  commemorative  1  Cent  coins  for  circulation,  making  it  the  highest  mintage  of  the  commemora¬ 
tive  Canadian  One  Cent  coins  ever  produced. 

All  three  coins  are  relatively  easy  to  find  in  circulation  in  Canada,  especially  the  1992  and  the  2002 
issues,  which  probably  migrate  along  with  Canadian  "snowbirds"  to  Florida  each  year. 

Non-Circulating  Commemorative  1  Cent  Coins:  Coinage  in  the  Old  Large  Style 

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  is  famous,  and  some  would  say  infamous,  for  issuing  many  high  quality 
commemorative  coins.  It  also  is  known,  to  the  frustration  of  those  collecting  Canadian  coinage,  of 
issuing  commemorative  coins  of  every  denomination,  metallic  make-up,  size  and  topic,  no  matter 
how  obscure.  The  RCM  issued  its  first  two  non-circulating  commemorative  1  Cent  coins  in  1 998,  with 
two  different  designs,  for  its  90th  anniversary. 

Thus  in  1998,  the  Canadian  large  Cent,  25.4  mm  which  had  been  struck  for  circulation  from  1858  to 
1920,  was  briefly  resurrected  for  two  non-circulating  commemoratives  struck  and  sold  in  two  differ¬ 
ent  five  coin  sets.  In  early  1998,  the  RCM  issued  a  five  coin  "antique"  finish  coin  set,  to  commem¬ 
orate  the  90th  anniversary  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint.  The  set  consisted  of  all  the  circulating  coins 
of  1908  -  so  that  the  set  was  composed  of  a  five-cent  silver,  ten  cent,  twenty-five  cent  and  fifty  cent 
coin,  and  of  special  interest  in  this  article,  a  large  -sized  One  Cent.  The  original  announced  mintage 
was  50,000.  The  RCM  first  issued  the  set  with  an  "antique  finish."  The  reverse  depicted  the  wreath 
design  originally  used  1908,  with  the  dual  dates  1908-2008,  appearing  underneath  the  denomina¬ 
tion  ONE  CENT.  The  designer  and  engraver  of  the  reverse  was  Ago  Aarand  after  the  earlier  design 
of  G.W.  De  Saulles.  The  obverse  depicts  the  Dora  de  Pedery-Hunt  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II.

When  the  antique  finish  set  was  originally  issued,  apparently  no  one  noticed  that  the  name  of  the 
issuing  country  "CANADA,"  was  not  included  on  the  1  Cent  coin.  Sales  of  the  sets  were  also  disap¬ 
pointing,  so  after  a  mintage  of  18,376  were  struck,  the  RCM  decided  to  issue  a  brilliant  proof  edition 
of  the  set.  The  brilliant  proof  emission,  of  which  24,893  were  issued,  had  the  same  reverse  design 
as  the  "antique  finish,"  the  obverse  of  the  One  Cent  coin  was  changed  to  include  a  smaller  version 
of  the  Elizabeth  II  portrait  with  the  addition  of  the  word  "CANADA"  underneath  the  portrait.  Both  the 
antique  finish  and  the  brilliant  proof  examples  that  were  issued  in  1998  weigh  5.67  grams,  are  25.4 
mm  and  have  a  plain  edge.  Oddly,  the  coins  were  composed  of  .925  percent  silver,  covered  in  a  layer 
of  .075  percent  copper.  Both  sets  were  originally  issued  at  99.00  CAN. 

In  2011  another  commemorative  set  containing  a  large  One  Cent  was  issued.  The  2011  set  com¬ 
memorated  the  1911  striking  of  one  of  Canada's  numismatic  rarities;  the  1911  Dollar.  Never  one  to 
pass  on  the  opportunity  to  strike  a  commemorative  coin,  the  good  people  at  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint 
thought  this  anniversary  was  of  sufficient  merit  to  strike  a  commemorative  dollar;  perhaps  even  more 
questionable,  as  the  subsidiary  coinage  had  no  relation  to  the  striking  of  the  1911  pattern  dollar,  the 
set  contained  examples  of  the  Fifty  Cent,  Twenty-Five  Cent,  Ten  Cent,  Five  Cent  silver  and  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  One  Cent  coin.  The  reverses  of  the  six  coins  in  the  set  had  the  same  designs  as  the  coins 
issued  in  1911.  Of  interest  here,  the  One  Cent  coin  in  the  set  is  composed  of  copper  and  weighing 
5.67  grams  and  measuring  25.4  mm.  It  has  a  plain  edge,  and  like  all  the  coins  in  the  set  were  issued 
in  brilliant  proof  with  frosted  relief.  The  reverse  design  has  the  wreath  design  of  the  1911  issue,  with 
the  inscription  on  four  lines  "1,  CENT,  CANADA,  1911-2011."  This  attractive  six  coin  proof  set  had 
a  mintage  of  6,000. 

The  obverse  design  on  all  the  coins  in  the  set  feature  a  portrait  of  King  George  V,  which  replicates 
the  exact  wording  of  the  original  1911  pattern  dollar.  The  inscription  "GEORGIVS  V  DEI  GRA:  REX 
ET  IND:  IMP"  appears  around  the  frosted  cameo  portrait  of  the  King.  The  Latin  inscription  translates 
"George  V,  King  and  Emperor  of  India  by  the  Grace  of  God."  As  a  side  note,  with  the  exception  of 
the  1911  pattern  dollar,  George  V  did  not  appear  on  Canadian  coinage  until  1912. 

The  obverse  depicted  a  portrait  of  King  George  V  wearing  the  coronation  robes  of  his  father,  King 
Edward  VII.  The  obverse  was  designed  and  sculpted  by  Sir  E.B.  MacKennal.  When  the  coin  was 
issued  in  1911,  the  inscription  "GEORGIVS  V  REX  ET  IND.  IMP"  (abbreviated  Latin:  George  V,  King 
and  Emperor  of  India  by  the  Grace  of  God). 

Non-Circulating  Canadian  Coinage:  Small  Sized  One  Cent  Commemorative s 

Canada  reduced  the  size  of  its  circulating  One  Cent  coin  from  25.4  mm  to  19.05  mm  in  1920.  Thus, 
the  small  sized  cents  have  been  utilized  since  that  year.  Although  circulating  commemorative  One 
Cent  coins  had  been  issued  in  1967,  1992,  and  2002,  the  first  commemorative  non-circulating  One 
Cent  coins  of  the  small  sized  One  Cent  coins  were  not  issued  until  2003.  The  first  was  issued  in  2003, 
and  the  second  was  issued  in  2010.  Both  were  composed  of  a  traditional  copper  composition.  The 
remaining  small  sized  commemorative  cents  were  issued  in  2012  and  are  composed  of  .9999  fine 
silver.

In  2003,  the  RCM  issued  a  special  non-circulating 
commemorative  set  of  circulating  coinage  denomi¬ 
nations.  This  special  edition  proof  set  commemorat¬ 
ed  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Queen  Elizabeth  M's 
Coronation  and  consisted  of  six  coins:  One,  Five, 
Ten,  Twenty-Five,  Fifty  Cent  and  traditional  sized 
Dollar.  All  depicted  the  Mark  Gillick  portrait  of  a 
young  Queen  Elizabeth  originally  used  from  1953  to 
1964.  The  dates,  1953  -  2003  flank  both  sides  of 
the  Queen's  neckline.  The  Maple  Leaf  design  is  on 
the  obverse,  and  like  the  2002  circulating  commemorative,  has  a  blank  space  to  the  lower  left  of  the 
Maple  Leaf  design  where  the  date  would  normally  be.  The  mint  stuck  21,537  of  these  coins  all  part 
of  the  aforementioned  six  coin  proof  set.  The  original  issue  price  of  the  set  was  $99.95  CAN.  The  1 
Cent  coin  has  a  diameter  of  19.05  mm,  plain  edge,  1.25  mm  thickness,  weight  of  2.50  grams  and 
consists  of  pure  copper. 

In  a  break  of  tradition  in  which  only  the  reigning  monarch  is  depicted  on  the  coin  of  the  realm,  in  2010 
the  RCM,  which  basically  makes  commemoratives  for  everything,  made  another  commemorative  set, 
this  one  commemorating  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  issuance  of  the  1935  "voyager"  dollar,  the  1935 
issue  itself  being  a  commemorative  for  the  25th  anniversary  of  King  George  V's  coronation.  Why  a 
set  commemorating  the  anniversary  of  a  commemorative  dollar  was  issued,  and  why  it  was  deemed 
fitting  to  include  all  the  denominations  of  1935  -  Cent,  Five  Cent,  Ten  Cent,  Twenty-Five  Cent  and 
Fifty  Cent,  which  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  issuance  of  the  "voyager"  design  other  than  being  struck 
in  1935,  doesn't  make  much  sense,  yet  this  odd,  yet  very  attractive  proof  set  was  produced  with  a 
limited  mintage  of  5,000  sets.  Of  interest  to  this  article  was  the  inclusion  of  a  George  V  one  cent  coin 
in  brilliant  proof.  The  obverse  of  the  coin  depicts  King  George  V,  along  with  the  motto  "  GEORGIVS 
V  DEI  GRA:  REX  ET  IND:  IMP:  "  (Latin  for:  George  V,  King  and  Emperor  of  India  by  the  Grace  of 
God).  The  reverse  design  is  identical  to  the  issue  of  1920-1936,  only  that  the  dual  dates  1935-2010 
(representing  the  commemoration  of  the  1935  issuance  of  the  commemorative  dollar)  is  in  place  of 
the  single  date.  The  1  Cent  coin  is  composed  of  copper,  weighs  3.24  grams  with  a  plain  edge  and  a 
diameter  of  19.05  mm. 

With  2012  being  the  last  year  of  the  Canadian  One  Cent  coin,  a  special  silver  One  Cent  coin  was 
included  in  one  of  two  2012  silver  proof  set  options.  The  silver  coin,  weighing  2.94  grams,  was 
struck  in  .999  silver,  with  selectively  gold  plated  devices.  It  was  issued  as  part  of  a  eight  coin  proof 
set  with  a  mintage  of  20,000.  It  is  not  clear  if  the  silver  gold-plated  cent  was  issued  to  commemorate 
the  end  of  the  denomination,  or  perhaps  to  mark  the  60th  anniversary  of  Queen  Elizabeth's  acces¬ 
sion  to  the  throne,  or  whether  it  is  just  one  of  the  endless  varieties  produced  by  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mint.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  RCM  also  launched  in  October  2012  a  five  coin  set  of  non-circulating 
.9999  fine  pure  silver  1  Cent  coins  in  the  traditional  circulating  small  size  diameter. 

These  coins  all  weigh  2.94  grams  and  are  struck  in  medal  alignment,  19.1  mm,  with  a  plain  edge. 
Announced  mintage  limit  of  the  five  coin  set  is  5000.  All  are  dated  2012,  and  the  RCM  issue  price 
was  $149.95.  Unfortunately,  the  coin  set  sold  out  within  48  hours  after  being  advertised  on  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint's  website  on  September  25,  2012.

The  5  coin  set  commemorates  the  evolution  of  the  1  Cent  from  its  first  striking  at  the  Royal  Mint  in 
Ottawa  (later  Royal  Canadian  Mint)  to  its  final  striking  this  year.  The  five  coin  set  has  depictions  of 
three  different  monarchs:  Kings  Edward  VII  and  George  V,  along  with  two  different  portraits  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  II.  Thus,  the  "first"  design  depicts  King  Edward  VII  along  with  the  wreath  design  used  from 
1902-1910  circulating  "large  sized  1  Cent"  issue.  The  second  design  depicts  King  George  V  with 
the  modified  wreath  reverse  design  used  on  the  "large  sized  1  Cent"  issue,  followed  by  an  example 
representative  of  the  first  small  sized  1  Cent  coin  with  King  George  V  on  the  obverse  and  with  the 
small  cent  reverse  design  utilized  from  (1920-1936).  The  Queen  Elizabeth,  Arnold  Machin  portrait 
utilized  on  the  1967  Centennial  commemorative  designed  by  Alex  Colville  with  a  depiction  of  a  rock 
dove  in  flight  is  on  the  four  coin  in  the  set,  and  lastly  a  silver  example  of  the  2012  Canadian  1  Cent 
featuring  the  Dora  de  Pedery-Hunt  portrait  of  the  Queen,  and  the  Maple  Leaf  design  used  from  1 937- 
1966  and  1968-2012. 


Non-Circulating  Commemoratives:  Precious  Metal  Jumbo 

and  Tiny  Canadian  1  Cent  coins:  The  Just  Plain  Weird. 


To  mark  the  end  of  the  denomination  of  the  1  Cent  coin,  the  RCM  also  issued  three  different  sized 
commemorative  1  Cent  coins  featuring  the  2012  Canadian  1  Cent  design  and  all  struck  in  medal 
alignment.  To  even  the  casual  observer,  these  three  different  coins,  which  to  a  numismatic  purist 
will  undoubtedly  be  seen  as  just  plain  weird,  were  originally  advertised  on  September  25,  2012  and 
launched  on  October  2,  2012.  Seriously,  it's  like  the  folks  at  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  just  went  wild 
with  the  following  three  emissions. 


The  first  is  a  1/2  ounce  .9999  fine  silver  1  Cent  coin.  This  proof  coin 
weighs  15.87  grams,  has  a  diameter  of  34  mm,  (just  shy  of  the  36  mm 
of  the  Canadian  Silver  Dollar  of  1935-1967)  has  a  serrated  edge,  and 
the  maple  leaf  and  twig  design  is  selectively  gold  plated  with  what  the 
RCM  describes  as  "pink  gold."  Mintage  is  limited  to  30,000.  The  RCM's 
original  issue  price  was  $54.95  CAN. 

If  the  34  mm  One  Cent  silver  coin  wasn't  large  enough,  someone  at  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mint  dreamt  up  an  even  larger  example:  a  5  ounce

Conclusion 


With  2012  marking  the  last  year  of  issuance  as  a  circulating  coin  of  the  realm,  a  storied  chapter  in  Canadian  numis¬ 
matic  history  is  drawing  to  a  close.  While  a  complete  set  of  circulating  coinage  is  a  challenging  endeavor,  for  collectors 
interested  in  commemorative  coinage,  the  series  offers  a  number  of  affordable  options.  Unlike  the  United  States,  which 
has  issued  several  circulating  commemorative  One  Cent  coins,  Canada  has  issued  both  circulating  and  non-circulating 
commemorative  coins.  In  addition,  to  date,  the  RCM  has  issued  three  bizarre  and  freakishly  sized  commemoratives  of 
this  denomination,  so  that  a  collector  of  commemorative  Canadian  coinage  can  choose  a  number  of  collecting  options, 
one  simple  one  featuring  circulating  commemoratives,  or  traditionally  sized  non-circulating  commemorative  1  Cent 
coins,  or  a  number  of  just  plain  weird  over-sized  and  tiny  precious  metal  commemorative  1  Cent  coins.  In  any  event, 
the  pursuit  of  Canadian  One  Cent  commemoratives  can  be  an  interesting  endeavor.  Given  the  RCM's  prodigious  histo¬ 
ry  of  issuing  large  numbers  of  commemorative  coins,  some  of  which  are  of  questionable  history  and  significance,  It  will 
be  interesting  to  see  if  the  One  Cent  denomination  lives  on  in  future  non-circulating  commemoratives.

1.  Canada's  first  One  Cent  issues  were  struck  and  dated  1858,  under  the  Province  of  Canada.  Up  until  1908, 

Canadian  One  Cent  coins  were  struck  at  the  British  Royal  Mint. 

2.  Another  unique  example  of  the  small  One  Cent  coin  was  issued  to  accompany  the  2003  Annual  Report  of  the  RCM. 
This  copper  coin,  with  a  relatively  low  mintage  of  7,746  struck,  was  issued  with  the  RCM  report.  What  makes  the  coin 
unique  in  the  series  (so  far  at  least)  is  that  the  RCM  selectively  gold  plated  it.  This  coin  depicts  the  Dora  de  Pedery- 
Hunt  profile  (which  was  discontinued  in  2003  in  favor  of  the  Susanna  Blunt  portrait). 

*  The  other  2012  proof  set,  which  like  the  silver  set  includes  the  seven  circulation  coins  plus  the  War  of  1812  com¬ 
memorative  dollar,  includes  the  One  Cent  coin  in  circulation  base  metal  with  devices  in  frosted  relief.  At  the  time  of  this 
writing,  it  is  unclear  whether  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  will  continue  to  include  the  One  Cent  coin  in  its  annual  collector 
sets.

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The  Quarter  I  Can’t  Own  -  and  the  “Quarter”  I  Can 


"Two  bits,  four  bits,  six  bits,  a  dollar!  All 
for  our  team,  stand  up  and  holler!” 
That  old  school  yell  has  to  have  hun¬ 
dreds  of  permutations  to  it,  yet  most 
people  really  don’t  understand  its  con¬ 
nection  to  our  money  and  our  history. 
After  all,  when  have  we  divided  our 
money  into  eighths,  that  there  would 
be  "two  bits”  of  a  dollar?  The  answer 
has  a  lot  to  do  with  our  quarters,  the 
nation’s  earliest  years  with  a  proper 
Mint,  and  a  strong  empire  to  our  south. 

Today,  it’s  hard  to  imagine 
small  change  transactions  without  our 
quarter.  It’s  really  the  work  horse  coin 
of  the  economy.  We  use  a  mountain  of 
quarters  in  parking  meters,  vending 
machines,  toll  booths,  public  pool  lock¬ 
ers,  virtually  any  place  that  needs 
coins  for  a  transaction.  The  many 
reverse  designs  of  the  past  fourteen 
years  have  made  it  fun  to  collect  them, 
but  make  no  mistake  about  it  -  quar¬ 
ters  aren’t  being  made  because  of  col¬ 
lector  demand.  No,  they  fuel  the  myri¬ 
ad  smaller  transactions  of  a  very  big 
economy. 

It  might  be  a  surprise  then  to 
recognize  that  when  the  United  States 
Congress  got  around  to  authorizing  a 
Mint,  and  approving  a  coinage  system, 
that  the  quarter  ended  up  being  noth¬ 
ing  more  than  an  afterthought  in  terms 
of  production.  You  can  argue  all  you 
wish  as  to  whether  our  cents  and  half 
cents  of  1793  were  the  first  circulating 
United  States  coins,  or  whether  the 
half  dismes  and  dismes  of  1792  quali¬ 
fy.  But  what  is  beyond  argument  is  that 
no  one  got  around  to  producing  a  quar¬ 
ter  for  circulation  until  1796.  And  even 
then,  the  total  was  a  miserable  6,146 
coins. 

The  1916-D  Mercury  dime  is  a 
coveted  rarity  with  a  mintage  far  higher 
than  this.  The  1909-S  VDB  cent  has 
the  same  fame  and  glamour  attached 
to  it.  The  1932-D  and  1932-S 
Washington  quarters  are  key  coins  that 
may  be  a  bit  less  desired  than  these 
other  two,  but  they  are  still  produced  to 
far  higher  mintage  totals  than  this  1796 
quarter.  But  still,  man  oh  man,  I  would 
love  to  have  one  of  these  quarters. 

You  can  check  a  standard 
price  list  for  the  1796  quarter,  but  why

would  you?  It’s  not  as  if  there  is  a 
bucket  of  them  laying  about  -  even  at 
the  best  attended  FUN  show  ever!  No, 
if  you’re  lucky,  you  might  find  one  of 
these  early  quarters  at  a  large  show,  or 
at  a  well  stocked  auction.  And  if  you 
had  a  large  bag  full  of  money,  you 
might  be  able  to  bid  on  it,  wherever 
that  bid  starts.  Maybe. 

Okay,  so  no  matter  how  much 
I  want  a  chance  at  a  1796  quarter,  it’s 
recognized  that  marital  harmony  prob¬ 
ably  drops  to  all  time  lows  if  you  sell 
one  of  your  cars  to  try  to  buy  a  single 
coin.  So,  maybe  it’s  wise  to  look  at  the 
next  quarter,  maybe  a  1797? 

No,  it’s  not  wise  to  do  that  - 
since  there  were  no  quarters  made 
again  after  1796  until  all  the  way  in 
1804.  Yikes,  if  ever  a  denomination 
started  out  as  the  proverbial  red-head¬ 
ed  step  child,  this  is  it.  Not  only  does 
our  young  Mint  not  bother  with  quar¬ 
ters  for  a  few  years,  but  after  one  year 
of  tiny  production,  it  lets  the  denomina¬ 
tion  go  dormant  for  eight  more  years! 

There  is  a  historical  reason  for 
this  amazing  dearth  of  early  quarters, 
and  perhaps  not  all  of  us  know  it.  The 
United  States  Mint  was  authorized  by 
Congress,  a  building  was  purchased, 
the  machinery  was  acquired,  and  the 
people  were  hired,  all  in  the  1790’s,  but 
Congress  didn’t  have  the  real  money 
on  hand  to  purchase  the  gold,  silver, 
and  copper  metal  it  needed,  certainly 
not  in  sufficient  enough  quantities  to 
make  large  numbers  of  all  the  different 
coins  that  had  been  authorized  (which 
may  not  sound  too  different  from  how 
Congress  goes  about  initiating  finan¬ 
cial  matters  today!).  Thus,  the  Mint 
depended  on  wealthy  individuals  to 
bring  metal  into  the  Mint,  to  have  it 
coined  as  they  wished.  And  most  folks 
with  this  kind  of  wealth  wanted  silver 
dollars,  as  opposed  to  quarters. 

So,  back  to  the  1804  quarter, 
and  our  second  chance  to  purchase  a 
very  early  twenty-five-cent  piece.  In 
short,  this  option  is  about  as  bleak  as 
the  first,  since  there  were  only  a  few 
hundred  more  of  them  produced  than 
their  earlier  siblings.  As  you  might 
imagine,  if  the  cost  for  one  of  these 
1804’s  isn’t  an  arm  and  a  leg,  it’s  at 
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least  an  arm  and  a  foot. 

Where  then  does  this 
quandary  leave  us?  Are  collectors 
eager  to  look  into  early  quarters  just 
completely  out  of  luck?  Not  quite.  This 
is  where  the  big  empire  to  the  south 
comes  into  the  picture. 

The  first  Mint  in  the  New  World 
was  set  up  in  what  is  now  Mexico  City 
in  1535.  Mexico  was  part  of  the  very 
large  Spanish  Empire,  as  defined  - 
loosely  -  by  the  Treaty  of  Tordesillas, 
with  its  famous  line.  By  the  year  1796, 
the  big,  silver  8  reales  of  Mexico,  as 
well  as  the  smaller  4  reales,  2  reales, 
and  1  reale  had  been  coming  out  of 
this  mint,  off  and  on,  for  well  over  two 
centuries.  And  this  is  where  our  school 
cheer  comes  in.  If  an  8  reales  piece  is 
roughly  the  same  as  a  silver  dollar, 
then  4  bits  would  be  half  of  it.  Two  bits 
would  be  a  quarter  -  and  yes,  some¬ 
times  the  8  reales  coins  were  actually 
cut  into  smaller,  pie-shaped  pieces. 

You  can  definitely  land  a  2 
reales  piece  from  1796,  or  the  years 
close  to  it.  By  this  time,  the  colonial 
lands  of  Spain  had  become  so  well 
established  in  producing  silver 
coinage,  that  theirs  were  the  de  facto 
coins  of  several  other  lands,  including 
the  young  United  States.  If  you  really 
want  “two  bits”  from  that  time,  the 
affordable  ones  will  be  Spanish  colo¬ 
nial. 

You  can  also  search  about  for 
a  quarter  coin,  meaning  a  piece  actual¬ 
ly  cut  from  a  large  8  reales.  They’re 
not  as  easy  to  find  as  2  reales  coins  of 
the  1790’s,  but  they  are  still  out  there, 
and  could  make  a  neat  addition  to  any 
collection  of  early  quarters. 

Spain’s  colonial  holdings  in 
Central  and  South  America  are  long 
gone,  swept  away  by  several  wars  of 
independence.  The  United  States  Mint 
has  grown  from  a  small  operation  in 
Philly  to  one  of  the  larger  national 
mints  on  the  planet.  And  through  it  all, 
we  have  produced  steadily  more  quar¬ 
ters.  But  even  today,  if  you  want  one 
of  the  earliest  quarters  that  circulated 
in  the  United  States,  the  affordable 
choice  is  going  o  be  one  of  the  two  bits 
pieces  that  came  from  the  mints  of  the 
colonial  lands  of  Spam.
